To THE CITIZENS AND PARENTS: 
The school board submit the following annual report: 
Our school year opened with eight schools which have been 


maintained throughout the year. A school was opened in ~ 


the Winkley district with a very good attendance. There 
have been thirty weeks of school this year and in nearly all 
schools the work has been a success. The attendance has 
been good which speaks well for the interest of the teacher 
and ambition of the pupils. 

The Winkley, Waldron Hill and Hale Schools have each 
one week to make up the coming year. 

We have purchased new histories, Georgraphies and 
Arithmetics and the necessary material for regular school 
work. 

The repair money has been expended where most needed. 
The Winkley school-house has been shingled on one side and 
the out- building at the France school greatly improved. 

The Oak Hill school house and Pond Hill shed are much 
in need of new shingles. 

It has become a state law that all schools shall be provided 
with a flag. The Winkley, France and Green Hill schools are 


not supplied at present, and we hope the parents and citizens 


will have a patriotic interest with the children that 
flags, either by personal contributions or purchase by the 
school board, may be found in each school. 

A statement from Superintendent Morrison,states that we 
must raise $3,061 in order to obtain the state aid. 

We trust that the parents and citizens will show their in- 
terest in the education of the children, by their liberal sup- 
port for the coming year, that the best efforts of each child 
may be developed for its future work.
